It is not likely that Congress 
will pass a bill which will virtually make

Taylor, 
of 
$17,500, for the very reason that It has no 
right to donate mousy to priyate per­ 
sons for charity’s sake. * It is to be regret­ 
ted that Minister Taylor died a poor man. 
Very many good men have died poor, and 
the great poet and traveler bad the misfor­ 
tune to be one of them, it is to be regretted 
also that his widow knows not which way 
to turn for an easy path through life. 
In 
his lifetime the husband and wife seemed 
to have an abundance of this world’s goods 
and pleasure. His books sold well and his 
lectures were profitable. They support­ 
ed 
a 
beautiful 
home, 
were 
recipients 
of 
marked 
attention 
from the greatest ia the land, and were 
wined and dined almost continually. Bay­ 
ard Taylor had an opportamty~probably 
not to become rich—but to place himself 
and family far beyood the reach of want. 
His books were popular and sold by the 
thous inis, and he received many thou 
sands ol dollars lor his lectures. Had he 
paid aoy sort of regard to manly economy 
he could have lived well, and at his un­ 
timely death left his family In each cir­ 
cumstances as to rn ike them independent of 
Congress and of charity. But he chose to 
live otherwise. 
He spent his money ex­ 
travagantly, andtjok no thought of the 
morrow. 
He could have insured his life 
for a handsome sum, at least for a sufficient 
sum to have kept his widow from want, 
but this be failed to do, and the conse­ 
quence is Congress is asked to give $17,500 
toward the support of Mrs. Taylor. 
She 
has a little money, by some estimated at 
$10,000, besides a fine library and a beau­ 
tiful home at Kennett, Pennsylvania. This 
would 
probably 
have 
satisfied 
a 
great 
many 
bereaved 
widows, 
but in Mrs. Taylor’s 
case, 
it is next 
door to beggary. OI course the $10,000 
will be spent in a year, and the people 
being pretty well supplied with Taylor’s 
works, their sales hereafter will be some­ 
what limited and from this source her in* 
come will be moderate, aud hence the 
grave question to her is how can she live— 
in style and splendor ? This is not a ques­ 
tion for Congress to settle, 
it would be a 
bad pne.dent for Congress to establish, to 
help those who won’t help themselves 
when they have an opportunity. Congress 
has no more right to aid Mrs. Taylor than 
it has any other widow whose husband did 
not die neb. It would be a misappropriation 
of the public money to grant charity to the 
widow of B*3’ard Taylor, lf want actually 
stares the family in the face, let the wealthy 
literary clubs of Philadelphia and New 
Yolk, which are worth their millions, and 
which wined and dined Taylor with lav* 
lshed Hospitality, now revere his memory, 
by giving a few thousand dollars to his 
widow.

Wire in Wheat,

The millers of Minnesota have been an­ 
noyed a good deal of late by wire in the 
wheat, caused by tho use of wire-binding 
harvesting naehinery. At one time the 
matter had become so troublesome Plat 
they thought seriously of advising tho dis­ 
use of such machinery. But a way bas 
been found out of the difficulty by the in­ 
vention of a simple and exceedingly In­ 
genious device consisting of two gaogs of 
horse-shoe magnates, four in one and Aye 
in the other, placed in a spot through 
which the wheat passes. 
The pro­ 
cess of 
extracting wire 
firom 
the 
wheat in this mauner was exhibited before 
the Millers’ Association in session in St. 
Paul Friday. The Press of the 8th inst., 
says: “By the severest tests It was dem­ 
onstrated that every particle of wire was 
arrested. Numerous pieces, from the size 
of a pin-head to an inch in length, were 
counted and mixed with a quantity of 
wheat, and being passed through the spout 
the exact number would be found upon 
the 
magnets. 
The 
millers 
were 
highly 
pleased 
with 
the 
work­ 
ings of the simple device, and it will be un* 
doubtedly Introduced into all the mills. 
The chiel point of interest in this matter is 
the fact that this is not a patent, nor have 
its projectors any to sell. 
It is merely a 
hint to millers that with an outlay of a few 
dollars they can themselves put magnets 
into their mills which will obviate the ob­ 
jections hitherto urged against wire bind­ 
ing harvesting machinery.”

Bidder called upon him to exhibit the cal­ 
culating power of his little boy, then about 
8 years old, who could neither read nor 
write. On this occasion he displayed 
great facility in the mental handling of 
numbers, multiplying readily ani correctly 
two figures by two, bat tailing in attempt­ 
ing numbers of three figures. My tutor, a 
Cambridge man, fellow of his college, 
strongly recommended the father not to 
carry his son about the country, but to 
have bim properly trained at school. This 
advice was not taken, for about two years 
after he was brought by his father to 
Cambridge, 
and 
bls 
faculty 
ol 
mental 
calculation 
tested 
by 
sev­ 
eral able mathematic men. 
I was present 
at the examination, and began It with a 
sum in simple addition, two rows, with 12 
figures in each row. 
The boy gave the 
correct answer immediately. Various ques­ 
tions, then, cf CDosiderable difficulty, in­ 
volving large numbers, were proposed to 
him, all of which he answered promptly 
and accurately. These must have occupied 
more than an hour. 
There was then a 
pause. To test his memory, I then said to 
him, “Do you remember the sum in addi­ 
tion I gave you f” To my great surprise, 
be repeated the 24 figures, with only one or 
two mistakes. It is evident, therefore, that 
in the course of two years his powers 
of 
memory 
and 
calculation 
must 
have been gradually developed. He could 
not explain the process by which he work. 
ed out long and intricate sums. 
He did 
not appear at all overworked. 
As soon as 
a question was answered, he amused him­ 
self with whipping a top round the room, 
and when the examination was oyer, he 
said to us. “You have been trying to puz­ 
zle me, I will try to puzzle you. 
A man 
found 13 cats in his garden. 
He got out 
his gun, fired at them, and killed seven. 
How many were left ?” 
“Six,” was the 
answer. “Wrong,” he said—“none were 
left. The rest ran away.” I mention this 
to show that be was a cheerful and playful 
boy when he was about IO years old, and 
that his brain was not overtaxed.—The 
Spectator. 


A Mountain Mail-Carrier Who Lived 
for Ten Days 
on Tobacco and 
Muon’. 


From the Helena (Montana) Independent. 
Casey carried what is known as the 
horseback mail, but which is, in fact, car 
rind by a two-whceled vehicle like a sulky 
from Sun Rtver to tho Twenty-eight Mile 
Springs. 
On the 27ih ult., he started from 
the former place. There was a blinding 
snowstorm at the time, and the track across 
the prairie was wholly lost. As he die 
not reach the end of als drive at the ap­ 
pointed time it was assumed that he had 
lost his way, and this theory proved to be 
well founled. There were not wanting 
brave men, both at Helena and San River 
to undertake the search for the missing 
man ; but their most arduous efforts were 
rn vain. On the 3d inst. Mr. William Rowe 
reached Benton, and was informed of the 
circumstance. The weather was fearfully 
cold; but this did not deter him from the at 
tempt that humanity dictated. 
Mounted 
on a horse he set forth, and in due time 
found a dim track where it seemed prob­ 
able that Casey had left the main road 
Following this, his labors were rewarded 
on the 5th inst, by finding the driver about 
twenty miles north of Twenty-eight Mile 
Springs. 
When Casey was found he was 
sitting in his cart, which the horse was 
drawing slowly and painfully along. 
He 
was in a doze, and Mr. Rowe shouted to 
him once or twice before he was roused to 
consciousness. It was then found that his 
right foot and leg were frozen nearly to the 
knee, and that his left foot was in nearly 
the same condition. It is believed that his 
injuries are not serious, and that he will 
not suffer the loss of either limb. His story 
was soon told; and with his recollection of 
his experience and what Mr. Rowe learned 
in his search the tale is wonderful beyond 
fiction. The driver had been wandering 
oyer that trackless prairie for ten days and 
nights without food or shelter aud with 
a temperature never aboye zero.

this lime 
he 
had 
moved 
in 
an 
almost 
perfect 
circle 
and 
had 
picketed his horse and camped every 
night in almost the same spot. 
More re­ 
markable still, he had daily passed within 
a mile and a half of the Twenty-eight Mile 
House, which was his destination. All this 
time, amid sufferings that would have 
crashed an ordinary man, Bob Casey had 
ouly one thought, that he must stay with 
the mail and get it through whatever be­ 
fell him. Aud he did; not a single pack­ 
age was lost.

He 
had with him a goodly supply ot the for­ 
mer article at the start, and as day wore 
into night and night into day he began 
hoarding it with as much avidity as ever 
did a miser his gold.

been cancelled* and after freeing

church from debt there was a surplus ot

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
bpecial Correspondence. 
W ashington, February 9.—Au undue 
significance sterna to baye been given to 
the tact that none of the Republican Rep­ 
resentatives In Congress from Wisconsin 
attended the reception tendered to lion. 
Matt. Ii. Carpenter on his arrival here the 
30th ultimo. The impression somehow 
has gone out that none but original Car­ 
penter men were permitted to demonstrate 
on that occasion; and, tnat our Republican 
Congressmen not being accounted as amoDg 
that class by the committee of arrange­ 
ments, were not invited to be present. The 
tacts in the case appear to be about as fol­ 
lows : 
On the Monday evening previous 
to Mr. Carpenter's arrival here, without 
public notice or an intimation of any char­ 
acter to the great m»j »nty of Wisconsin 
people residing in the city, a few evanscent 
young gentlemen from the Badger State, 
well aieaniog doubtless, but animated as it 
would seem by a superserviccible zeal to be 
known and seen as prominent Carpenter 
men, with a like number from various 
other States claiming to represent the citi­ 
zens of the District of Columbia, met rn 
joint convention in a room at Willards 
Hotel, 
aud, 
after 
electing 
one 
ol 
tbe«r company, 
a whilom 
Howe ad­ 
herer, 
as chairman of 
the 
meeting, 
proceeded to resolve themselves into prim 
Hive or pre* histcrlc C arpenter mer, and 
then appointed a numerous committee to 
prepare a programme for the demons:ra­ 
tion. Subsequently, this general commit­ 
tee, delegated their authority to a sub­ 
committee of five—two lrom Wisconsin, 
neither of whom have voted in the State 
fora dozen years or more past, and three 
from other Stat* 8 on behalf of the District 
Columbia. This quintette formally and 
graciously invited the Wisconsin delegation 
in Congress to be present and participate 
rn the reception, and atter engaging one oi 
the members thereof, a personal lriend to 
Mr. Carpenter, to deliver the salutation or 
address of welcome, went deliberately 
a.\J invited another gentlemen,a citizen of 
Mew York, to perform that service, as­ 
signing as a reason for their singular pro 
ceeding, that one of the members cijth 
general committee objected to the Speake 
first select on the supposition that he was 
not an original Carpenter man. This point­ 
ed disrespect by the committee to a firm 
friend ut Mr. Carpenter’s ani a prominent 
members of Congress from his own b!ate, 
was very properly resented as au insult by 
the entire Republican delegation, and the 
consequence 
was 
that 
none 
of 
them 
put 
lo 
au 
appearance 
as the reception. 
They all, however, went 
in a body the next morning, and paid their 
respects aud extended their congratula­ 
tions to the distinguished Senator elect, ex­ 
plaining their absence the night previous ; 
which, tis needless to say, was entirely 
satisfactory to that gentleman. 
Thus the 
result of this badly managed though withal 
successful, demonstration—successful be­ 
cause Mr. Carpenter’s pre-eminent popu­ 
larity here, made it so, was not as disas­ 
trous or significant in certain respects as 
many have been led to suppose from the 
reports that have gone out regarding its 
management and design. 
Tnere is a rumor current that General 
Bragg, who so effectually stirred up his 
party associates in tne House a few weeks 
ainee by opposing the payment of South­ 
ern claims, it preparing another bomb­ 
shell to explode ere long, in which be will 
focus the calcium lights of nil intellect and 
keen sarcasm upon the boasted loyalty (fy i 
of the South,as interpreted by the ^caring 
effort* from that section to recover for­ 
tunes lest through the vicissitudes of the 
rebellion, 
lf this report be true, we may 
exptct to witness a lively time in the Dem- 
ocratic camp before the adj ^urnmeLit oi 
Congress, 
as

and unrecoLfctrued rebels in

overcharged with 
enthusiasm in the matter of mUemiity lor 
war losses, w ill doubtless burst the bands

the hopes and purposes of their brethren 
of the South, on this subject so dear to ev­ 
ery rebels’ heart. 
There is great indignation felt

“twelve good men (rebels it should read) 
and true,” selected by a Virginia court,

his owTn acts—ol bis own free will—need­ 
less sacrifices ol men and treasure on behalf 
of the Union. 
And now for all this work 
ol innocence (?) in babyhood, he must re­ 
ceive, not his just reward, for that would 
be a traitor’s death, bul the forfeited estate 
of hts dishonored ancestor, or Its equiva­ 
lent In money, after the Government has 
expended thousands of dollars to beautify 
and embellish its surroundings. 
Away 
with such reward for treason. 
Congress 
has hitherto st rod firm in resisting all at­ 
tempts. and has treated with just contempt 
all measures of legislation looking to the 
surrender of this property to the Lee fami­ 
ly. 
And now that a Virginia special jury 
and the rulings of a bused judge have de­ 
cided against the United States in a formal 
suit for ejectment, it is to be hoped the 
Supreme Court, to which the case goes, on 
appeal, will reverse the mandate of the 
court below,and confirm for all lime the 
title in the Government, where it legally 
belongs.
